system is run 
down. 
General 
tonic treat- 
ment with an 
abundance of 
sunshine and 
fresh air are 
essential. If 
financially 
possible, a 
change of 
residence to 
the mountains or sea shore or 
into a hospital will be helpful, 
as the control of diet and nurs- 
ing care are of great importance. 


Constipation, which is the fre- 
quent cause,-coupled with pills 
and cathartics, must be oyer- 
come. This can best be accom- 
plished with small frequent al- 
kaline enemas. Liquid petrola- 
tum, one or two tablespoonfuls, 
two or three times a day is given 
on an empty stomach, because it 
increases the bulk. and lubri- 
cates anc protects the raw Nning 
of the intestine. 

Six cr eight teaspoonfuls of 
agar agar a day may aid in the 
later stares. Rest in bed for three 
or four wceks should be obtained, 
it possible, but most patients do 
not fee! that they are sick enough 
for that. However, we have an 
ifflamed, swollen, possibly ul- 
cerated mucous membrane which 
is very irritable. Our aim must 
bc to reduce the irritation as 
rsuch,.as possible, and give it 
zest and nourishment.

HE difficulty in-accomplishing 
this condition is what makes 
the cure slow and discouraging. 
The recovery from colitis after 


the digestion and blood deficien- 
cies are corrected is a matter 
distinctly of diet, rest, fresh air, 
and tonics. 

At first all foods that contain 
much waste or roughage should 
be avoided. Take only foods that 
are easily digested, and as far as 
possible absorbed. 


Here is a sample diet list which 
can be varied as _ conditions 
change. For breakfast, part of 
this list can -be taken: Orange 
juice, grapefruit without the 
fiber, coffee, chocolate, cocoa, or 
tea. One or two eggs, boiled or 
poached, with a slice of bacon. 
White bread and butter, toast. or 
zwieback, no whole wheat. Any 
smooth mush.’ cream of wheat, 
cornmeal, strained rolled oats, or 
farina. .Puffed cereals or corn 
flakes. No coarse breakfast feods. 

For lunch: Broths, bouillon, 
cream, soups, chowder. Small 
amount of fish, oysters, chicken 
meat, avoid fibrous parts and 
gristle.: White bread. and butter. 
no bran bread or biscuits. Boiled 
rice, well cooked cauliflower, and 
custards. For dinner: Soups, fish 
meat, -oysters, chicken.

The Name of Edison in View Once More as Charles 


Edison Joins Recovery Board 


HE name of Edison still is one 

of the best known in America, 
but of late years it has not been 
heard as often as was the case 
when the late electrical genius 
was alive. Now we see it come 
back into daily life again, for 
Charles Edison, eldest son of the 
Menlo Park wizard, has been ap- 
pointed to the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Board, and he is 
likely to play an important role 

He and the younger brother. 
Thomas, are the children of his 
father’s third marriage, and to 
them was left the bulk of the es- 
tate and the dominating shares 
of the many Edison companies. 
Charles Edison president of 
the Thomas A. n Industries 
having. succeeded his father in 
1926, when the inventor retired 
from active business manage- 
ment in order to spend all his 
time in the laboratory. 

Charles is not a genius. and 
doesn’t care to be one. He has 
led ‘a life of normality, and ex- 
cept for having to shoulder the 
responsibility of the vast Edison 
estate. be is lfke most every 
young man with a flair for both 
work and play.

One unusual chapter in young 
Edison's life occurred just after 
he was graduated from Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
in 1913. The Edison company 
owned a phonograph shop at 
Eighth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
New York, and the son tried to 
promote sales. He became inter- 
ested in the district, and thus 
became one of the “before-the- 
war” Greenwich Villagers, when 
tourists used to gaze at _shart- 
haired women and long-haired 
men. Edison joined force# with 
a young eccentric, Guido Bruno 
and they published a magazine 
called Bruno’s Weekly, with 
plenty of Edison phonograph ads 
in it. Later the shop itself was 
transferrec* into the “Thimble 
Theater.’ No record is available 
about an increase in sales, but 
young Edison had a good time, 
anyway. 

As time went on he drifted 
into the business end of Edison 
Industries. He started the idea o! 
Edison scholarships for promis- 
ing boys, worked out ‘many of the 
questions in the famous Edison 
questionnaire, is a collector of 
rare books, and likes fishing.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 


Taste, Not Duty, Prompts — 
Moderns to Eat Vegetables 


By JUDITH WILSON 


OU need vegetables” and 

“they are good for you” are 
no longer sufficient’-reasons for 
filling our market baskets with 
the colorful offerings of the 
vegetable markets. True. the 
health-giving properties of vege- 
tablés have been much publicized 
the past few years, but “we like 
them” is the real reason we are 
going in for them so _ whole 
heartedly. 


We have learned how to cook 
vegetables to retain all of their 
rich and varied flavors, their 
color and shape. We no longer 
mask them with doughy sauces 
and cook them to a flavorless 
pulp. 

And we are less likely to go in 
for such methods of cookery as 
steaming. which is undoubtedly 
healthful, but which le the 
color and appearance of any but 
the sturdy root vegetables. We 
know that appearance and fine 
natural flavor more than com- 
pensates for the loss of a few 
minerals when the food is boiled 
quickly in salted water. 


Doing things with vegetables 
right now is more fun than ever 
since the summery sun on re- 
mote little farms has brought 
more plentiful supplies and lower 
prices to our markets than for 
some time past. You can even 
afford to make interesting main 
dishes from mushrooms, and 
green, fat and succulent shoots 
of asparagus. 

Globe artichokes, tender new 
peas, limas and string beans, 
French endive, escarole, chicory 
and colorful bunches of radishes 
all beg for a place in your shop- 
ping basket. In addition thefe 
are new potatoes, the huge, mild 
Bermuda onions, tomatoes and 
watercress that will give zest to 
your menus. Here are a few 
simple, yet delicious vegetable 
recipes: 

Mushroom Casserole 


Into an earthenware casserole 
put three tablespoons melted 
butter and into this stir three 
cups of peeled and sliced mush- 
rooms. Season them well with 
salt and pepper. Over the mush- 
rooms spread a cup of cooked 
rice that has been well seasoned 
with salt. curry and a dash of 
cayenne pepper. Sprinkle liber- 
ally with melted butter. Over the 
rice spread a cup of fresh toma- 
toes cut into small cubes and 
season again with salt, pepper 
and a sprinkle of sugar. Put a 
thin covering of chopped mush- 
rooms on top and cover with thin 
slices of buttered bread. Bake for 
half an hour in a moderate oven. 

Salad Vinaigrette 

This salad requires asparagus, 
sliced tomatoes, sliced cucum- 
bers. sliced cold boiled potatoes, 
boiled peas cr new lima beans, 
fine strips of boiled ham and 
crisp inner leaves of tettuce.

Grease a shallow baking pan and 
arrange in patterns four cups of 
freshly cooked carrots, peas. 
asparagus tips and celery. Add 
one-fourth ctip of the stock in 
which the vegetables were cooked. 
Drop the batter over the top and 
bake in a hot oven until the 
bread is well done. Turn out on 
a hot platter with the vegetables
